Sam Pistorio Elected President 
Of Maryland Horse Breeders Ass’n 


S AMUEL M. PISTORIO, a Thoroughbred 
breeder for more than 20 years, was 
elected president of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association by the organization’s board of 
directors last month. 

Mr. Pistorio succeeds Peter Jay who declined 
re-election after two years in office. The 
M.H.B.A.’s board was unanimous in its praise 
of Mr. Jay and of the advancement of the or¬ 
ganization during his two years of leadership. 

It was during Mr. Jay’s two terms of office 
that Timonium’s Sales Pavilion became a 
reality, and, in the construaion of this superb 
sales facility, Mr. Pistorio was of invaluable 
assistance. 

A builder by trade, Sam Pistorio headed the 
building committee and donated his services. 
The contribution of his time was made on be¬ 
half of Timonium (where he is also a director) 
as well as the M.H.B.A. 

Backing up Mr. Pistorio on the M.H.B.A.’s 
new slate of officers is Dr. Robert A. Leonard 
who was elected vice-president at last month’s 
meeting. 

Dr. Leonard, a veterinarian, is manager and 
50 per cent owner of Glade Valley Farm near 
Frederick. Glade Valley, the birthplace of 
Challedon and Gallorette, is one of Maryland’s 
largest and best-appointed farms. 


It was Dr. Leonard who first suggested the 
construction of a sales pavilion in Maryland. 
He is currently serving his third term as a 
director. 

Mr. Pistorio has owned and bred many good 
horses during his 20 some years in the sport. 
His best broodmare was Roman Matron 
(whom he claimed at Pimlico for $1,500). 
She produced Tuscany ($143,962), Princess 
Lygia ($139,285) and Triple R. (the dam of 
Bronze Babu who earned $228,915). 

Born in Baltimore, Mr. Pistorio still resides 
there. But he has for many years owned and 
operated various farms in Howard County, his 
most recent being the one which adjoins the 
Turf Valley Country Club. 

He recently sold both the country club and 
farm but his horses remain on the farm, he 
having decided to rent the facilities until an¬ 
other Howard County farm which he is de¬ 
veloping is ready for use. 

Trimmed down now to eighteen horses, Mr. 
Pistorio is in all phases of the Thoroughbred 
sport. He stands the stallion * Monte Carlo 
(sire of Green Felt from his first crop) and 
operates a racing stable under the direaion of 
Sammy Walters. 

George Thomas is the Pistorio’s long-time 
and highly respected farm manager. •

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Mile Tracks Seek Open 
Race Breeder Bonus 
Elimination 



'Absolutely Outrageous' Says 
Frank Bonsai; Breeders' Board 
Asks Commission Hearing 


A MILE TRACK proposal for the elimina¬ 
tion of open race breeder bonuses pro- 
voiced strong reaction from the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association’s board of directors this 
month. 

Describing the request made to the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission as being "absolutely 
outrageous,” Frank A. Bonsai, who was presi¬ 
dent of the M.H.B.A. when House Bill 106 was 
passed, stated that the elimination of open 
race breeder bonuses would destroy the Mary¬ 
land breeding industry. 

Stuart S. Janney, Jr., a member of the Mary¬ 
land Fund Committee, said the request is in 
clear opposition to the intent of the legislation 
which has pumped millions of dollars into the 
production of Maryland-breds over the past 
four years. 

The M.H.B.A.’s vice-president, Dr. Robert 
A. Leonard, stated that the mile-track proposal 
would quickly terminate the present expansion 
of the State’s breeding industry. 

Said Dr. Leonard: "Out-of-State clients have 
shifted to Maryland in the last four years be¬ 
cause of our breeder bonuses. To suddenly 
eliminate more than 50 per cent of these 
bonuses would be disastrous.” 

Dr. Leonard pointed out that during the 
1965 season breeders of Maryland-breds took 
down $97,242 in open race breeder awards 
compared to $76,831.25 in breeder and stallion 
awards under the Maryland Fund Program. 

If the commission were to approve the mile- 
track request, the $97,242 would be retained 
in subsequent seasons by the tracks instead of 
being distributed to horse breeders. 

Request for the elimination of the breeder 
bonuses was made early this month to the com¬ 
mission in a joint proposal submitted by the 
three mile tracks. 

The M.H.B.A. has written to the commis¬ 
sion’s chairman, J. Newton Brewer, Jr., request¬ 
ing that no action be taken until the M.H.B.A. 
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has an equal opportunity to appear before the 
commission to oppose the request. 

Hal C. B. Clagett, an M.H.B.A. director, re¬ 
called that he was the person who originally 
wrote House Bill IO 6 . The bill, now a law in 
the State of Maryland, was designed as a sup¬ 
plement to existing Maryland-bred programs 
and not as a replacement, said Mr. Clagett. 

Mr. Bonsai also pointed out that the Mary¬ 
land Fund Program has relieved the race tracks 
of over a half-million dollars in purses each 
year. "This half-million dollars is put up for 
the race tracks by the Maryland Fund Program 
without it costing the tracks a single dollar,” 
declared Mr. Bonsai. 

The M.H.B.A. past president added: "Think 
of what the tracks were giving in Maryland- 
bred stakes when the Fund went into effect. 
Pimlico put up $7,500 for the Pimlico Breed¬ 
ers and Laurel gave away $10,000 for the 
Maryland Futurity. That was all. Just $17,500 
for Maryland-bred stakes. 

"Now look at what the tracks have to offer 
for Maryland-bred stakes: $20,000 for the 
Pimlico Breeders, $25,000 for the Jennings 
Handicap, $20,000 for the Maryland Futurity, 
$25,000 for the Survivor, $20,000 for the 
Prince Georges, $20,000 for the Vertex Handi¬ 
cap and $15,000 for the Annapolis. 

"All of that money is being put up from the 
Fund without the tracks having to contribute a 
penny. 

"Now after we’ve relieved the tracks of all 
financial outlay in these stakes for them to 
come back and try to take away our breeder 
bonuses is simply outrageous. 

"There can be no question of who’s right or 
wrong. 

"They admit we’re doing a good job on the 
one hand, and on the other they try to ruin 
our program.” •

The horses went back to their barns. To 
Amberoid’s stall flocked the reporters. The 
champagne went there, too. 

Kauai King was washed on the road beside 
his Aqueduct barn. 

Attending him were his handlers. Popeye 
Stevenson, Cuban Joe and two or three others. 
Popeye muttered with every swipe of his 
scraper. Jubilant at Louisville, ecstatic at Pim¬ 
lico, bitter at Aqueduct. 

When the washing was finished and Kauai 
King was on the walking ring, Popeye looked 
up and down the shedrow with belligerent eyes 
as though expecting company which hadn’t 
arrived. 

He had grown accustomed to invasion by 
reporters. 

But now there was silence. Only the me¬ 
chanics of cooling out a horse were discussed: 
Get that bucket. Watch that shank. Pull your 
cooler over. Hold him still while I blow in 
his eyes. 

There wasn’t much point in asking Popeye 
how he felt, but I asked. 

Replied the groom: 

"It’s as sad as President McKinley’s funeral. 
Everybody in the country cried then. 

"Hell, rd rather have been whipped with a 
two by four than lose this race. 

"This race was everything. 

"Any bum might jump up and win a hun¬ 
dred thousand dollar race. But the Triple 
Crown!

sweat running down his face. His eyes still 
flashed, and he was talking. 

Said Popeye: "That jock took all the run out 
of him rating him. I ain’t no hard loser, but 
hell ... He should have let him open up. He 
choked the horse trying to rate him. 

"I talk too much. I oughn’t say these things. 
But the horse should have done better than he 
did.” 

Popeye’s speech was interrupted by the ar¬ 
rival of Larry Boyce, a Maryland owner.

Continued along inner railing 
while coasting on the lead, responded when soundly shaken up a quarter out to turn back a bold bid from 
STUPENDOUS in upper stretch and was under hard left handed whipping to hold ADVOCATOR safe. The 
latter away in good order but reserved off the pace for three-quarter, moved up boldly along outside on second 
turn, dropped back a bit in midstretch out cam^ again to finish strongly. BLUE SKYER allowed to settle in 
stride and unhurried for six furlongs, rallied along extreme outside leaving backstretch, cut between horses 
entering stretch and closed boldly under extreme pressure. 

STUPENDOUS, in hand for a half-mile, advanced steadily along inside thereafter to loom boldly through 
upper stretch but appeared to hang through closing drive.

ADVOCATOR 
forwardly placed and reserved until reaching the stretch, was unable to menace the leaders when set down 
in the drive. KAUAI KING away alertly was kept under snug restraint but raced rank until settling into the 
back stretch went to the front and made the pace until inside the front stretch, but tired during the drive. 
JOLLY JET had no mishap in a fair performance. FAST COUNT began sluggishly and was never dangerous. 
STUPENDOUS hard hustled early, checked slightly when HIGHEST HONORS gave way, recovered under alert 
fjandling and made a good challenge approaching the stretch but had nothing left. REHABILITATE dropped out 
of serious contention soon after the sUrt. VAUtM was finished early. FLEET SHOE, never close had na ex¬ 
use. HIGHEST HONORS set the face for five eighths but gave way when challenged by KAUAI KING.

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LFRED GWYNNE VANDERBILT was 
for many years a director of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association. During most 
of those same years he was president of the 
Pimlico race track. 

Lately, we haven’t seen much of him. 

But never, never let it be said that Mr. 
Vanderbilt has forsaken Maryland or the 
Thoroughbred racing industry. 

It is easy in these days of rising prosperity 
to forget the men who gave us the foundation 
upon which our industry is built. 

To those who go with the present and forget 
the past, let it be pointed out that Alfred 
GWynne Vanderbilt bred horses in Maryland 
during that era when "Maryland-bred” and 
"cheap plater” were close to being synonomous. 

It took a man of great conviction to go 
against the Kentucky tide when Native Dancer 
was retired to stud at Sagamore Farm in 1955. 
Few, if any, knowledgeable horse breeders 
thought Native Dancer could stand alone in 
Maryland as the only first rate stallion in the 
state. 

The word was Kentucky, the idea being that 
that was where the mares were. 

But Mr. Vanderbilt thought differently. He 
said a good horse would bring good mares to 
Maryland. To his credit and the state s ever¬ 
lasting good fortune, he stuck by his decision 
despite a preponderence of advice to the 
contrary. 

When Native Dancer began breeding mares 
in Baltimore county his stud fee was $5,000. 
No other Maryland stallion approached that 


figure. Closest competitor was Native Dancer’s 
maternal grandsire Discovery who also stood at 
Sagamore and commanded a $2,000 fee. 

Big fish in a little pond? 

The only trouble was that even a big fish has 
problems when the little pond runs dry. 

The pond, of course, did not go dry. It 
turned into a lake. But had it not been for 
Mr. Vanderbilt and his determination to do 
what to most people seemed foolish there 
might well today be a dry hole in the ground 
—the big fish quite dead and the minnows 
surviving. 

Now that Native Dancer and Maryland 
have proved themselves, Mr. Vanderbilt can 
take justifiable pride in knowing that he did 
the right thing with his gray champion and 
the right thing for the state. 

If he has a regret, it must be that the Kauai 
Kings, Raise A Natives, and Dan Cupids have 
not raced in the cerise and white colors of 
Sagamore Farm. 

Why hasn’t Vanderbilt come up with the 
big horses for himself when he owns the 
world’s hottest stallion? 

Explained Native Dancer’s stud groom, Joe 
Hall: 

"Just look at the list of Sagamore mares. 
The Man ain’t got nothing to breed to the 
horse. They’s all too closely related.” 

And why doesn’t Mr. Vanderbilt go out 
and buy new mares? 

Replied Joe: "Because the Man wants to 
raise his own.” •

A *RIB0T colt from Cecil county was 
pinned grand champion of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association’s 32nd annual 
Yearling Show held last month at Timonium 
Owned by Mrs. Bayard Sharp, the grand 
champion won Class II over nine rivals and 
was later selected as the best animal in the 
show by the judge, Thomas J. Barry. 

Eighty-two yearlings competed in the four 
classes, making the show the second largest 
ever held in Maryland. The 1965 show drew 
103 contestants for an all-time record. 

The champion was foaled at Fred Comyn s 
Ballinderry Farm in Chesapeake City on April 
6, 1965. He is out of Bithynia who is by 
Hannibal. 

Mr. and Mrs. Sharp, who live in Delaware, 
were not among the crowd of 600 spectators 
who witnessed the show under ideal weather 
conditions. Representing them in the presenta¬ 
tion ceremonies was their trainer, Charles 
Peoples, who also exhibited the prize-winning 
colt. 

Mr. Barry awarded the show’s reserve cham¬ 
pionship to Mrs. G. Tyson Hopkins’ dark 
brown colt by Panacean out of Jen-E-V by 
Cassis. This colt earlier won Class I over 26 
opponents. 

Mrs. Hopkins, from Great Falls, Va., re¬ 
ported that the reserve champion was the first 
she had ever bred and the first she had ever 
shown. 

Asked for the key to her success, she said: 
"I just bought a cheap mare and bred her to 
a good stallion.” 

Although Maryland breeders missed out on 
both the championship and the reserve in the

show which is restricted to Maryland-breds, 
the winners of Classes III and IV were both 
owned by Marylanders.

The little known stallion Elbutte is owned 
by Hal’s brother, Fendall, and is used as a 
teaser at the latter’s Larking Hill Farm. The 
filly owned by Hal represents Elbutte’s entire 
yearling crop. 

Elbutte, a foal of 1946, is by * Blenheim 2d 
out of Electra by Sweeping Light. He earned 
slightly more than $30,000 during his racing 
career. 

Mr. Clagett’s winning filly is out of a 26- 
year-old mare and by a 20-year-old stallion. 
It is doubtful if any other yearling in the show 
had older parents.

Used last 
September for the first time, the pavilion has 
already been the site of five different sales, the 
largest of which was, of course, the famous 
William duPont, Jr. dispersal. 

No sales are currently contemplated before 
the Eastern Fall Sales in late September, but 
plans can be altered quickly now that Ti¬ 
monium has such an excellent sales building 
to offer consignors. 

In last month’s auction five horses brought 
more than $5,000.

Walter T. Hughes, Rockville, Maryland, re¬ 
ceived confirmation of his designation as a 
recognized judge for quarter horse shows ap¬ 
proved by the American Quarter Horse As¬ 
sociation. Mr. Hughes has been actively 
engaged in training and showing quarter horses 
for several years. 
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Choker To Maryland 

A major addition to Maryland’s stallion 
roster was announced early this month when 
Mrs. Andrew d’Elia reported the purchase and 
syndication of Choker. 

The 6-year-old son of Double Jay concluded 
his racing career in April with lifetime earn¬ 
ings of $217,937. He is out of the Count Fleet 
mare Tippet and was a stakes winner at 3, 4, 
5 and 6. 

Mrs. d’Elia states that Choker, who has been 
successfully test bred, will stand the 1967 
season at her newly-acquired Windsor Farm 
near Bel Air. His stud fee has been set at 
$1,000, live foal. 

The Windsor Farm is the former Wits End 
Farm. Mrs. d’Elia purchased the property 
from C. A. Hunt the first of this month. 

Said Mrs. d’Elia: ”We have already begun 
remodeling work on the farm. We intend to 
renovate the existing barns and add new ones 
where necessary. In addition, the entire area 
around the barns and the farm entrance will be 
landscaped.” 

Choker was purchased from Jack Drey fuss’ 
Hobeau Farm in what Mrs. d’Elia described 
as an almost overnight transaction. ’’When I 
found out through the Fasig-Tipton Company 
that he was available, I knew he was the 
stallion I was looking for,” said the Marylander. 

Mrs. d’Elia reports that the horse stands 16.1 
and is "just as handsome as his racing record.” 

Choker equaled track records at six furlongs 
(1.08 3/5) and a mile and a sixteenth (1.41 
2/5). His stakes victories include: Excelsior 
Handicap (1 1/8 miles) at Aqueduct, Gallant 
Fox Handicap (1 5/8 miles) at Aqueduct, 
Phoenix Handicap (6 furlongs) at Keeneland, 
and Fayette Handicap (1 1/16 miles) at 
Keeneland. 

He was also third to Chateaugay and Candy 
Spots in the 1963 running of the Belmont 
Stakes (losing by three and a half lengths), 
and placed in such stakes as the Display Handi¬ 
cap, Gallant Fox Handicap, Ben Ali Handicap 
(finished first, disqualified and placed second), 
Saranac Handicap and Vosburgh Handicap. 

Mrs. d’Elia presently makes her home in 
Silver Spring and is undecided whether she and 
her husband will move to their new farm after 
the renovations are completed.

In your May, 1966, issue, I read with interest 
’’One Man’s Opinion” by Peter Vischer and 1 
have heard so much about the mile tracks in 
the State of Maryland abandoning their winter 
dates and racing during the summer months 
that I too would like to share my opinion 
with the general public. 

As part of management, I have always main¬ 
tained there isn’t one mile track in the State of 
Maryland that can run successfully in June, 
July, August and September. I could take you 
back in the records when Havre de Grace, 
Bowie and Pimlico tried to run in the summer, 
however, I lay before you the facts and figures 
of the latest trial by error of the combined 
Laurel-Pimlico meeting of 24 days from July 
29 to August 24, 1963.

Daily Average Attendance — 8,140 
Daily Average Handle — $671,385 


June, 1966 


The daily average attendance you will note 
was 8,140; the daily average mutuel handle was 
$671,385, and it is interesting to note that 
many days averaged only a little over $500,000 
per day. Only on two Saturdays did the betting 
go over a million dollars. 

Now what kind of purses can you give on 
a daily average of $671,385 and would you 
think the Whitneys, Vanderbilts, Wideners, 
etc., would desert Aqueduct with their lush 
purses to come to Maryland to run for blue 
ribbons and silver cups? 

Let’s go back in the records and see what the 
mile tracks do just on weekdays. Were it not 
for the Saturdays and holidays, you would find 
a very low average. 

For the past eleven years, according to our 
records, the Maryland mile tracks’ average has 
been just around the million dollar mark and 
in my opinion that is what the Maryland tracks 
can expect to do in the next eleven years, if 
possible, as competition is growing stronger 
each year from other States. 

I was with Mr. Vanderbilt at Pimlico when 
we raced the Stake-a-Day Program, and we 
had to abandon this program because of lack 
of funds. 

In those days Stake races were run at $5,000 
and $10,000, today those so-called stake races 
are run at some tracks as over-night events. 

In 1945 we ran the Preakness in June, also 
on the same day we had several other big races 


Charles Lamb, writing in the Baltimore 
N eti^s-A merican: 

"Owner Peter Vischer’s blast against win¬ 
ter racing in Maryland is like putting the 
knock on Santa Claus. You need only recall 
the combined Laurel-Pimlico meet in Au¬ 
gust of 1963 , when betting averaged $671,- 
385, to prove that it is cold-weather racing 
that pays most of the bills for owners and 
trainers and bolsters the prices obtained by 
the breeders.” 
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and we prepared for the biggest card in history. 
It turned out to be the biggest disappointment 
we ever experienced on a Preakness Day. 

In 1933, Matt Daiger as Secretary of the 
Maryland Jockey Club had to mortgage his 
home in order to pay the purses after our 
Spring meeting. 

I don’t believe there is one mile-track man¬ 
agement that loves to race in the winter months 
because of its many hazards, but in order to 
keep from closing up they must seek days 
that they could at least break even or make a 
few dollars. I am sure the Maryland tracks 
aren’t making the money that some people 
think they are making and if the Maryland 
tracks all closed up, that would make it very 
nice for Virginia, Delaware, New Jersey and 
Aqueduct to take away from the State of Mary¬ 
land which is their biggest partner and the 
horsemen the second biggest partner, millions 
of dollars that come in to the State of Maryland 
each year. 

I really got a kick out of the quote from Jock 
Whitney “we hear all too much talk of turn¬ 
over, gate receipts, daily double and such box 
office bally-hoo.” Now without those things 
how could management put up the money for 
the purses of 25, 50 and 100,000 dollars and 
also those grand old waiters that work for 
Harry M. Stevens who have watched races for 
years and have their eyes and ears open and 
have their ears to the ground and know all the 
horsemen (tout all the guests for the rest of 
the afternoon and if they don’t get a pretty 
good tip at the end of the day, you won’t get 
a table the next time out.) 

I was at Pimlico during its May meeting and 
on weekdays even in May, the average was 
just a little bit better than $700,000 per day. 
The only thing that brought the meeting up to 
a good handle was the big Saturdays and, of 
course, the Preakness.

In my experience in management for the 
past 40 years, I have traveled all over the 
country to various race tracks and studied the 
situations that exist in practically every State 
in the Union and I can truthfully say that I 
think Maryland racing is conducted as good if 
not better than in most States and in the past 
ten years the Maryland Racing Commission has 
done a better job with the tracks in Maryland 
and their improvements than any Commission 
in the United States. 

In conclusion, I would just like to say this, 
I would like to see some of these people who 
think they could do better, form a group of 
millionaires and go to the management of 
Laurel, Pimlico and Bowie and lease their 
interest for one year and have their dates ap¬ 
proved by the Maryland Racing Commission 
for meetings in June, July, August and Sep¬ 
tember and I doubt if you would ever hear 
from these people again. 

In my opinion, the management of all the 
Maryland tracks are doing a great job and I 
hope it can continue to do so.

Those Busy, Bushing Kennedgs 

Sargenf Shriver's Farm Used 
For Benefit Horse Show Program

T hose hyper-energetic Kennedys, Shrivers, 
and all their relatives and friends went 
into the project of throwing a little old, 
country-type horse show with the same con¬ 
centration they normally reserve for politics. 

The result was a much-managed day of fun 
and sport at Mr. and Mrs. Sargent Shriver’s 
“Timberlawn”, a secluded farm in the heart 
of the Washington megalopolis near Rockville. 
Spectators converged from Capitol Hill and all 
points to benefit a fund for mentally retarded 
children, in which the hosts long have been 
interested. 

If any member of the Kennedy clan failed to 
work at producing this one-day stand, it was 
only because he was too tiny; one non-com¬ 
batant was glimpsed in the comparative safety 
of his baby carriage. All the others were 
managing things full-tilt, amid a buzz of ac¬ 
tivity and a wild conglomeration of assistants. 

Shrivers and Kennedys manned the lunch 
stand, flipping hamburgers over a charcoal 
grill and taking in money just as if it were 
Dollars for Democrats. Kennedys and Shrivers 
handled the ring, the entry stand, the parking 
and Heaven knows what else. Some of them 
even took care of the winning, which was no 
mean feat in the face of brisk competition. 

Senator and Mrs. Robert F. Kennedy came 
to watch several of their nine younguns in 
action, and the former Attorney General had 
a congratulatory kiss for daughter Mary Court¬ 
ney when she won a ribbon on Atlas. Mrs. 
Kennedy, who used to show hunters in Long 
Island shows, wore one of those shift-y, "mod” 
dresses, a pert little lilac-and-white checked 
affair that covered the style picture—five inches 
above the knee, that is, with the beltline not 
far above the hemline. 

Daughter Kathleen, 14, rode her newest 
acquisition, Quaker Kate, to her second cham¬ 
pionship for the weekend; she had won one 
the day before in the small pony division of 
the Stone Ridge School show at Potomac, on 
Geronimo. Kathleen, a bubbling, brown-eyed 
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edition of her famous father, is a talented 
young rider, possessing strong legs and the 
competitive spirit that you would expea of a 
Kennedy. (She even took over the announcer’s 
job briefly, swiping the microphone from her 
cousin, 12-year-old Bobby Shriver, who handled 
it the rest of the day.) 

Another horse-fancier, in the Democratic 
Administration, Charles Horsky, owned the 
reserve winner behind Quaker Kate in the 
junior division—Sallie Coleman rode his Span¬ 
ish Sea. Horsky’s daughter, Maggie, was the 
owner of the large pony champion. Country 
Boy, ridden by Joe Muldoon III. 

Maria Shriver, 9, rode her pony. Miss Buck, 
to the small division title, earning 10 points 
over Lorna Doone, owned by Arthur Caslow. 
Still another Shriver, Timmy, earned second 
place in the leadline class—his maiden voyage 
in competition, but undoubtedly not his last. 

(It was one of the few horse shows in the 
world where you could see the Director of the 
Office of Economic Opportunity, Shriver him¬ 
self, dressed in comfortable jodhpurs and cow¬ 
boy boots, and leading a leadliner while a few 
U. S. Senators looked on—^but that was the 
kind of show these Kennedy types produce.)

4-H Horse Awards 

Scholarships and educational trips will be 
awarded for the first time on a county, state and 
national basis to winners of the 4-H Horse 
Program this year. 

The awards to the horse project winners have 
been made possible through the cooperation of 
the Merck Chemical Division of Merck & Co,, 
Inc., of Rahway, N. J. 

Winners will be selected by the Cooperative 
Extension Service. Projects and aaivities are 
being directed by volunteer leaders. 

Over 146,000 young horse enthusiasts al¬ 
ready are participating in the program from 
coast-to-coast. 

Two excellent manuals about horses have 
been written and made available to 4-H Clubs. 
The publications were produced jointly by ex¬ 
tension specialists and the American Quarter 
Horse Association. 

The illustrated 50-page books cover just 
about everything including a concise chart on 
the 13 lighthorse breeds and a glossary of 
"horse talk.” Also presented are an explanation 
of anatomic terms; how to care for tack and 
equipment; health, safety and judging of horses 
in the show ring. 

Of course, the best planned program and 
most complete text material will be of little 
value unless 4-H Horse Clubs are organized 
under the leadership of local horse fanciers, 
veterinarians or other qualified adults. Volun¬ 
teer leaders are needed. 

Since ancient civilizations, the horse has 
served man as a beast of burden. The modern 
age has relieved him of his heavy duties, but 
he is not about to be turned out to pasture and 
forgotten, observes N. A. Jacobsen, associate 
professor and extension livestock specialist at 
Montana State University. 

He believes that the horse is "now serving 
man in a greater way than ever before as a 
means of recreation and escape from pressure 
and tension of present-day living.”

William E. Bozman’s Green Felt wins Pimlico^s Woodlawn Handicap, only to be disqualified. 


Green Felt’s Dam Was Given 
Away Day Before Woodlawn ’Cap 


It isn’t often that a stakes-producing mare 
is given away, but Dizzy Whirl, dam of Wil¬ 
liam E. Bozman’s Green Felt, has twice had 
that distinction. 

Latest recipient was George Thomas, farm 
manager for Samuel M. Pistorio. Mr. Thomas 
acquired Dizzy Whirl the day before Green 
Felt was disqualified from first money in Pimli¬ 
co’s $25,000 Woodlawn Handicap. 

Now, in George’s words, she’s not for sale 
at any price. 

The story on Dizzy Whirl began after she 
produced Green Felt in 1963. She was barren 
for 1964, and Mr. Pistorio, her owner at that 
time, was anxious to cut down on the number 
of horses he was carrying. 

He accordingly made a deal with his friend 
and neighbor Melvin Blackburn on the mare. 
It was agreed that Pistorio would give the 
mare to Blackburn providing she was bred the 
following spring to * Monte Carlo, the resultant 
foal to belong to Pistorio. 

As things turned out. Dizzy Whirl failed to 
come in season that spring and, accordingly, 
was not bred. Mr. Pistorio then told Blackburn 
to forget about giving him the mare’s next foal. 

"She’s yours,” said Sam, "to do with what you 
like.” 

Mr. Blackburn bred her to his own stallion 
Big Welcome, a son of Sure Welcome. She 
got in foal. 


Last month Blackburn asked Thomas to 
come to his farm to help him breed another 
mare to Big Welcome. While there, George 
asked the tavern and gas station owner how 
much he wanted for Dizzy Whirl. 

Mr. Blackburn let the question dangle while 
excusing himself to put gasoline into a custo¬ 
mer’s automobile at one of his pumps. 

After a few minutes, Mrs. Blackburn went 
to the barn to talk with Thomas. Said Mrs. 
Blackburn: "George, we won’t sell you Dizzy 
Whirl, but we’ll give her to you. For all the 
help you’ve been to us we can never really re¬ 
pay you.” 

In a matter of minutes, George had the 
mare’s papers in his hand. 

The following day. Green Felt was the 
Woodlawn Handicap’s disqualified winner. 

Blackburn’s reaction to Dizzy Whirl’s sud¬ 
den elevation as a stakes-producing broodmare 
was simple. Said he: "George, I couldn’t be 
happier for you.” 

Another breeder stopped by the Blackburn 
tavern-gas station to inquire about Dizzy Whirl 
the day after Green Felt’s big race. Blackburn 
told the man he no longer owned the mare— 
that he had given her to George Thomas. 

The would-be purchaser was amazed. "I’d 
have paid you good money for her,” he said. 

Replied Blackburn: "There’s times when 
money don’t mean that much.”

NOTHER TOP-CLASS Maryland-bred son 
of Native Dancer came into national 
prominence last month when Native Prince 
won the $25,000-added Juvenile Stakes at 
Aqueduct. 

Bred by Mrs. Harry A. Love at her farm, 
The Addition, near Cockeysville, Native Prince 
seems on his way to top ranking among East 
Coast 2-year-olds. 

He won the Juvenile by two and a half 
lengths going away. The bay colt trained by 


Ray Metcalf earned $24,765 in the race and 
was timed in an excellent 58 1/5 seconds. 

The Juvenile was Native Princes fifth start. 
He is a winner of four races, including Gulf- 
stream Park’s Dinner Stakes. His lone defeat 
came in the Youthful in which he finished a 
close third.

winner of the Gulfstream Park Dinner Stakes, 
is topweight with 122 pounds, but has drawn 
the unfavorable No. 12 post position and thus 
is all but eliminated.” 

Despite the post position which Mr. Hor- 
wood thought so disadvantageous. Native 
Prince went to the front on the turn and 
widened his winning margin through the 
stretch. 

Native Prince has twice gone through the 
auction ring, selling first as a yearling and then 
as a 2-year-old. 

Consigned by his breeder, Mrs. Love, to the 
Keeneland Summer Sales last year, Native 
Prince (Hip No. 44) was purchased by Helen 
B. Scharps for $19,000. 

Mrs. Scharps resold the colt in the February 
auction at Hialeah seven months later for 
$50,000 to her husband, Edward R. Scharps. 

Sungari, Native Prince’s dam, is still owned 
by Mr. Love and is still in production. 

The mare, a foal of 1948, has a Carry Back 
yearling filly which Mr. Love sold as a wean¬ 
ling to John M. Lee. This filly has since been 
resold to John Warner. 

Sungari’s 1966 foal is a filly by Ridan and 
the mare was bred this year to Chateaugay. 
Both the Carry Back and the Ridan fillies were 
foaled in Maryland at The Addition. 

Mr. Love recalls that the Ridan filly came 
close to death because of a blood disorder 
which became apparent soon after birth. The 
filly was given four separate blood transfusions. 
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The donor was Peal, best steeplechaser of the 
year in America in 1961. 

"Remember,” Mr. Love asked, "how we had 
to give blood transfusions to Abrogate? I’m 
beginning to think it’s a good luck omen for 
us. At least I hope so.” 

Sungari, a daughter of Eight Thirty, won 
three stakes and $42,390. She is the dam of 
the winners La Turbie, Terek and Reconnoitre. 
La Turbie is the dam of stakes-winning Tumble 
Turbie (winner of $93,185). 

Asked why Mrs. Love is the breeder of 
record for Native Prince (although Mr. Love 
is the breeder of Sungari’s other foals), Mr. 
Love explained that he had leased Sungari to 
his wife for the year which she produced 
Native Prince. 

Mr. Love states that the Ridan filly will be 
sold at Keeneland in 1967.

Quarter Horses Invade Timonium 
For ^W^eek End Of Races, Sales

T he quarter horse is bred for the 

range. Heat, dust, sun—these all fit into 
their way of life. Timonium seems as far away 
as possible from the Great Plains, yet the 
weather must have made them feel quite at 
home, on Sunday, June 5, the second and final 
day of the Eastern Quarter Horse Jamboree. 

Sunday featured the Quarter Horse races, 
run at 220 yards, or the distance from the 
head of Timonium’s stretch to the finish line. 
Of course this distance immediately left 
Thoroughbred enthusiasts who were present 
debating on what part of a mile this was. 
Among the disputants were those who would 


serve as venerable officials within a matter of 
minutes. 

For indeed this unusual event for Timonium 
brought out a considerable number of experi¬ 
enced (and otherwise) volunteers from the 
horse racing world. Starter Eddie Blind was 
found in the paddock before taking his position 
in the starter’s stand. J. Fred Colwill came out 
with his family and took his usual position as 
steward. He wasn’t asked whether or not he 
missed his other two colleagues, but the fact 
remains that he was forced to shoulder all this 
responsibility himself. 

Although several official positions were

Those without hats were sometimes conspicuous. 
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chosen ahead of time, the placing judges and 
timer were taken from hopeful applicants in 
and around the paddock. Three willing, al¬ 
though slightly unsure, placing judges— Jervis 
Marshall, C. P. (Buck) Chenoweth and Snow¬ 
den Carter—were found. The timer had to 
have a little extra advance schooling. He was 
shown how to use the stop watch— ”just 
punch it twice and read it.’* 

Now that the races were officially set, the 
crowd as well as horses and riders began to 
file in. There was a dispute as to which set 
of horses was going to run first, and whether or 
not there was an under-supply or oversupply of 
riders (who seemed to be taken from the ranks 
of regular riders and exercise boys). Because 
of the confusion the first race was slightly 
delayed in starting. Several riders seemingly 
missed out when the jockeys’ silks were being 
arranged, but, undaunted, they rode in their 
undershirts. 

The first race drew eight horses who were 
4 -year-olds and up and was similar to a 
Thoroughbred race mainly through the jockeys’ 
colors and excitement of the crowd. Naturally, 
there was no betting (legally), and the riding 
styles were of all varieties. There was the 
usual amount of uncontrollability during the 
post parade, but this breed, which is quite use¬ 
ful as lead ponies, used no brother Quarter 
Horses as lead ponies. 

Those who had not seen a Quarter Horse 
race could never have been prepared for what 
happened after the gate burst open. Eight 
horses and riders pushed, jeered, and swung 
their way to the finish line, leaving an enor¬ 
mous cloud of dust, a misplaced cap and a 
general cry of "who won.^’’ in their wake. Win¬ 
ner Tipster Tom came back and was led away, 
hardly with the fanfare of a champion. His 
share of the purse made worthwhile the brief 
but intense effort. The races are "jackpotted” 
—each entrant pays a fee and the money is 
split among the first, second and third horses 
in a fifty, thirty, twenty per cent ratio. 

The second race, for three year olds, had 
only three entrants. The crowd had visibly 
thinned by that time. After typical disagree¬ 
ments and a wait for one of the entries, three 
horses were saddled and turned loose on the 
track. 

Not quite so thrilling as the first race be¬ 
cause of the sparse population on the track, 
the second race also produced an appreciable 
lessening of dust. The order of finish was a 
clear 1-2-3, from inside to outside, and left

a hurried call for the third race. 

Two 2-year-olds and even less people came 
to the paddock for this one. A little boy rode 
one of the 2-year-olds in. A jockey, carrying 
his silks, led his horse in and saddled it 
himself. One of the placing judges ambled 
casually to the paddock. Said the placing 
judge to the working press: *’You must be 
awfully interested—^you’re the only person 
down here.” Of course the culprit was the 
terrific heat. 

But placing judge and press stayed on for 
the third and final race. Peppy's Prancer beat 
Sugar Bart in this last event and the day's 
races had ended. 

Mr. Folck, who was announcing from a place 
in the grandstand, asked the crowd twice how 
they felt about quarter horse racing. The re¬ 
sponse was loud cheering, both after the first 
and third races, and, when asked if they wanted 
some more, the reply was noisily affirmative. 
Mr. Folck then promised everyone that they 
would get more races—*‘lots of them”—next 
year. Most people were skeptical that Quarter 
Horses would ever take over the Timonium 
race track, but it was observed that many a 
Thoroughbred racing fan had gone to the races 
six days a week and then come out on Sunday

Quarter Horses 
Average $1,028 
In Timonium Sale

HEN ANNOUNCER Blair Folck wel¬ 
comed his audience to the (hopefully; 
First Annual Eastern Quarter Horse Sale, the 
Timonium sales pavilion was already nearly 
filled. 

Curiosity seekers, quarter horse fans, con¬ 
signors and prospective buyers moved in to 
take up most of the seats and line the aisles. 

Actually the sale was only a part of the new 
Eastern Quarter Horse Jamboree, held at Ti¬ 
monium Fairgrounds on June 4 and 5. 
Managed by Blair and Nancy Folck, from 
Springfield, Ohio, who wish to "educate the 
interested new people in the East as to what 
a Quarter Horse can do,” the two-day combina¬ 
tion of showing, racing and selling seemed to 
be successful for everyone. 

Doubtlessly many people left the sales 
pavilion on Saturday night, if not thoroughly 
educated in the ways of the Quarter Horse, 
educated to the fact that there is a large in¬ 
terest in this area for a breed other than 
Thoroughbred. There were 56 horses cata¬ 
logued in the sale, and, although there were 
several late scratches and a couple of substitu¬ 
tions, selling progressed smoothly once it got 
started. 

Informality marked the whole weekend, and 
so, in the case of the substitutions, when Mr. 
Folck confidently announced "everyone has a 
substitution sheet”—then—"I don't even have 
one,” no one seemed even slightly disturbed. 
In fact, one uncatalogued 3-year-old colt ("stal¬ 
lion” in Quarter Horse parlance) brought 
$1,150—more than any of his would-be neigh¬ 
bors in the catalogue. 

Prices were fairly evenly distributed from 
$350 to $3,250, the highest price being a 4- 
year-old mare who had been in cutting horse 
competition that afternoon. 

The average was an unofficial $1,028. Quite 
a few horses sold for "quarters” ($775, $925, 
etc.), especially later on in the sale as the 
bidders caught onto the idea. 
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Auctioneer John Merry man, who shared the 
job with Merlin Woodruff, commented: "I 
don’t know how you think up these odd 
figures,” as he accepted a bid for $825. He 
later cautioned one bidder that he would ac¬ 
cept $975 if he just wanted to bid on her, but 
he would have to give $1,000 to buy her. The 
man was stubborn and the bidding stayed at 
$975, but Mr. Merryman congratulated his 
gambling spirit as the man bought the horse 
under his own terms. 

Bidding was painfully slow to those who are 
unaccustomed to extend their patience beyond 
the usual 2 1/2 minutes. It took about three 
hours to sell all of the mixed stock, although 
it was noticeable that most of the audience 
was staying until the cry "last chance to buy 
a horse tonight!” was heard. 

Probably the desire to get every possible 
penny for the horses on the part of the sellers, 
and a desire to snap at every possible bargain 
on the part of the buyers was responsible. 

Indeed, it really did seem like the consignors 
were "trying everything” in their efforts to 
bring higher prices, as a couple of mares were 
offered with stud services as well as foals by 
their sides. One handler even jumped on his 
horse in the ring to show how gentle she was. 
Another tried bringing in a poster with pic¬ 
tures of the horse winning several races and 
shows. One horse showed up with a saddle 
on his back to show that you could "run him 
tomorrow.” Of course there was the usual 
braggart, sporting a blue ribbon on his halter. 

Perhaps the most original trick of the eve¬ 
ning was performed by a small boy who walked 
among the crowd with a poster on his back, 
advertising a yearling filly "must sell” with full 
pedigree and comments. 

The sale made up in enthusiasm what it 
lacked in businesslike manner. At times the 
audience and especially the spotters got so 
excited that Thoroughbred people were left 
to speculate what would have happened had 
one of Marsh LeMasson's typical charges been 
in the ring. Quarter horses are known for 
their calm dispositions and only occasionally 
did one seem as though it might like to rescue 
itself from the spotlight by force. 

Quarter horse people are as well known for 
their elaborate western style costumes as their 
mounts are for their patient, western-oriented 
temperaments. 

It is possible that the spectators and partici¬ 
pants were more conservatively dressed for the 
sale than they had been for the show that 
afternoon, but the uniform§ were the same: 
cowboy hats, boots and colored pants. • 
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Bylaws Are Amended 

New Voting Procedure For Directors 
Approved; Ballot Will Be Shortened 


Members of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association voted at their annual meeting last 
month to change the method of balloting for 
directors. 

In recent years the ballot has consisted of 
the M.H.B.A.’s entire membership. There was 
no serious objection to this procedure back in 
the years when the membership was small. 
But the membership roll now numbers almost 
500, and a ballot listing 500 names is admit¬ 
tedly less than ideal. 

The bylaws as amended at last month’s 
meeting now provide that any member may be 
nominated by one of two methods: 1. By the 
Nominating Committee; 2. By himself or by a 
friend when such nomination is endorsed by 
three bonafide members. 

It is believed that the new method of elec¬ 
tion will trim the ballot to approximately 100 
names—about one-fifth of the size of the ballot 
mailed out this year. 

The M.H.B.A.’s bylaws as amended follow. 
The revised portion is under Section 1., Art. F. 

Bylaws 

(as revised May, 1966) 

I. MEMBERS 

A. Persons, partnerships, firms and corpora¬ 
tions who have been, are, or are likely to 
become interested in the breeding and im¬ 
provement of horses may be admitted to mem¬ 
bership under one of the following classifica¬ 
tions: 

(1) Breeder-owner membership, which 
shall be open only to breeders of 
horses in Maryland and which shall 
carry full voting privileges; or 

(2) Associate membership, which shall 
be open to all who are interested in 
horses but which shall carry no vot¬ 
ing privileges. 

B. The Board of Direaors shall appoint a 
Membership Committee who shall have the 
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initial responsibility of inquiring into the 
qualifications of the applicant. 

C. Applications for membership shall be 
made in writing to the Secretary; shall state the 
name, place of residence, business or occupa¬ 
tion of the applicant, and shall be signed by 
two members of the Association whose signa¬ 
tures shall be deemed to vouch for the appli¬ 
cant’s respectability, integrity, and sincerity of 
purpose. All applications must be accompanied 
by the applicable membership dues for the 
year during which application is accepted, and 
there will be no proration of membership dues 
for periods less than one full year in duration. 
The Secretary shall submit all applications re¬ 
ceived to the Membership Committee for ap¬ 
proval or rejection. If the application is 
approved by the unanimous vote of the Mem¬ 
bership Committee, the applicant thereupon 
becomes a member of the Association. If the 
unanimous approval of the Membership Com¬ 
mittee is not obtained, the application shall be 
referred to the Board of Directors for further 
action at a future meeting of the Board. If the 
Board of Directors, by a vote of two-thirds or 
more of the Directors present, shall approve 
the application, the applicant thereupon be¬ 
comes a member of the Association. If such 
two-thirds vote of the Direaors present is not 
obtained, the applicant is rejected for member¬ 
ship and his tendered membership dues shall 
be returned to him by the Secretary. Applica¬ 
tions from rejected candidates for membership 
shall not be received within six months of such 
final rejection, and the Secretary shall retain the 
applications of all candidates in the Association 
records. 

D. Any member convicted by any constitu¬ 
ted judicial proceeding of an offense involving 
moral turpitude or any member who shall be 
ruled off the turf in this or any other state or 
country, after January 1, 1929, or any member 
guilty of gross misconduct, either as a turfman 
or as a citizen, or any member who violates the 
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provisions of this Association’s Articles of 
Incorporation and By-Laws shall be liable to 
censure, suspension, or expulsion. Charges 
against a member must be made in writing and 
delivered to the Secretary, who shall immedi¬ 
ately deliver a copy to the President of the 
Association and to the accused. Delivery to 
the accused of such copy shall be deemed made 
if mailed by certified mail to the accused at 
his last known address, as shown on the As¬ 
sociation’s records. The Board of Directors 
shall investigate the charges but shall take no 
action thereon until the accused has been given 
ample opportunity to be heard and in no event 
within ten days of the delivery of a copy of 
the charges to the accused. The Board of Di¬ 
rectors shall first determine and report whether 
the charge or charges are sustained. If no 
charge is sustained, no further action shall be 
taken and the accused shall be so notified. If 
one or more of the charges made are sustained, 
the Board of Directors may, in its discretion, 
censure, suspend for a definite time, or expel 
the accused. Censure or suspension shall re¬ 
quire a two-thirds vote of the Directors present 
and voting, and expulsion shall require a three- 
fourths vote of the Directors present and 
voting. Any member suspended for a definite 
time shall be reinstated at the expiration of 
that time without action on his part or on the 
part of the Association. Neither censure, sus¬ 
pension nor expulsion shall require the tender 
to the accused by the Association of member¬ 
ship dues or any part thereof paid by the 
accused to the Association. 

E. The Annual Meeting of the members 
shall be held during the month of May in 
each year, or during such other month as may 
be fixed by the Board of Direaors. The date, 
place, and time of such meeting shall be deter¬ 
mined by the Board of Directors. At such 
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Annual Meeting, the members shall elect a 
Board of Directors for the ensuing year and 
shall transact such other business as may prop¬ 
erly come before the meeting. Forty members 
shall constitute a quorum and, except for vot¬ 
ing for Directors outlined in G below, the vote 
of a majority of any quorum shall be sufficient 
to pass upon any measure within the power of 
the majority of the members. 

F. Voting for Directors shall be by written 
ballot. At least sixty days prior to the voting 
date the President of the Association shall 
appoint a Committee of three members of the 
Association. Such Committee shall meet and 
consider all members eligible for eleaion to 
the Board of Directors and, within ten days of 
appointment, return its report to the President, 
recommending not less than fifteen nor more 
than one hundred members as nominees for 
consideration by the membership for election 
to the Board of Directors. A list of those nom¬ 
inated by the Committee shall be mailed to 
the membership of the Association at least 
forty-five days prior to the voting date. In ad¬ 
dition to those nominees recommended by the 
Committee, nominations of any other eligible 
members may be made in writing, signed by at 
least three members of the Association, and 
returned to the Secretary of the Association at 
least thirty days prior to the voting date. Any 
such nominees so designated by three or more 
members shall have their names included as 
nominees together with the nominees recom¬ 
mended by the Committee in a list of all 
nominees to be forwarded to the membership 
for balloting. At least ten days prior to the 
voting date, the Association shall forward to 
each member a ballot listing those nominated, 
as aforesaid, together with a sealable envelope 
marked “for your ballot” and with a return 
envelope addressed to the Association. The 
voting member shall indicate his choices for 
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Directors on his ballot in accordance with the 
instructions thereon but shall not sign the 
ballot. The ballot shall then be placed in the 
marked envelope and the envelope shall be 
signed by the voting member and sealed. The 
signed and sealed envelope containing the bal¬ 
lot may then be returned to the Association in 
the return envelope supplied or may be re¬ 
turned at the meeting at which the voting 
occurs. A signed and sealed envelope contain¬ 
ing a ballot and returned to the Association 
prior to the meeting may be withdrawn by the 
voting member and substitution made therefor 
at any time up to 24 hours prior to the sched¬ 
uled meeting hour but may not be withdrawn 
after within 24 hours of the scheduled meeting 
hour. Those persons receiving the largest 
plurality of votes cast shall be deemed elected 
as Directors whether or not such plurality rep¬ 
resents a majority of votes cast. All ties shall 
be resolved by references to seniority of mem¬ 
bership of those involved, with that member 
having the longer or longest period of con¬ 
tinuous membership in the Association being 
declared elected. In case of equality of periods 
of continuous membership, the drawing of lots 
shall determine which person is elected. 

G. Each member entitled to vote shall be 
given ten days’ written notice of the place, date 
and hour of any general or special meeting of 
the members and, in case of special or extra¬ 
ordinary meetings, such notice shall state 
briefly the business to be transacted thereat. 
All notices and all ballots shall be given to 
each member by leaving the same with such 
member or at such member’s residence or usual 
place of business, or by mailing it postage pre¬ 
paid and addressed to such member at such 
member’s address as it appears among the 
records of the Association. A notice printed 
in any bulletin published by the Association 
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which is sent to all members shall be con¬ 
sidered full compliance with this section. 

H. Special or extraordinary meetings of the 
members may be called by the President or the 
majority of the Board of Directors, or by a 
majority of the Executive Committee upon ten 
days’ notice stating the place, date and hour 
of such meeting and the business proposed to 
be transacted thereat. Upon a request in writ¬ 
ing signed by twenty members stating the 
purpose of the meeting and being delivered to 
the President, or Secretary, or any Director, it 
shall be the duty of such President, Secretary, 
or Direaor to call forthwith a meeting of the 
members, and notice thereof, including the 
place, date and hour of such meeting, shall be 
given as required for all special meetings. 

I. Each member, when entitled to vote, shall 
be entitled to one vote. Partnerships, firms, 
and corporations holding membership shall 
only be entitled to one vote for each such 
partnership, firm, and corporation, and when 
elected to membership, they shall be required 
to notify the Secretary in writing of the mem¬ 
ber of the partnership or firm or the office of 
the corporation who shall represent the partner¬ 
ship, firm, or corporation, and be entitled to 
cast its vote at any meeting of the members. 
No member who is in arrears for membership 
dues or is under suspension shall be entitled to 
vote. 

J. At all meetings of members, any member 
may vote either in person or by proxy. No 
proxy which is dated more than three months 
before the meeting to which it is offered shall 
be accepted unless such proxy on its face name 
a longer period for which it is to remain in 
force. Every proxy shall be in writing and 
dated but need not be sealed, witnessed, nor 
acknowledged. All proxies shall be filed with 
the Secretary at or before the meeting. Mem¬ 
bers present by proxy are to be counted in 
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determining whether or not a quorum is pres¬ 
ent for any meeting of the members. 

K. If at any meeting of the members there 
shall not be a quorum present, those members 
present shall have the power to adjourn the 
meeting to a stated date not less than fifteen 
days from the date of such adjourned meeting, 
such reconvened meeting to be held at the hour 
and at the place designated for the adjourned 
meeting. Within three days of the adjourn¬ 
ment of such meeting, the Secretary shall give 
notice to all members of the date selected for 
the reconvening of the meeting and shall notify 
all members that those members present at 
the reconvened meeting shall constitute a 
quorum and shall have the power to take any 
and all actions which might be taken at any 
meeting of the membership of the Association. 

L. Membership dues for breeder-owner mem¬ 
bership are now Ten Dollars ($10.00) per 
year, and for associate membership are now 
Four Dollars ($4.00) per year. Membership 
dues, however, may be increased or decreased 
by the Board of Directors as to either or both 
categories of membership. Membership dues 
paid by a newly elected member shall be for 
the year in which said member is eleaed and 
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there shall be no proration of such dues. There¬ 
after, membership dues shall become due and 
payable on the first of January in each year. 
Any member who shall fail to pay his annual 
dues by March first of any year shall be sus¬ 
pended without action on the part of the 
Association. A member suspended for non¬ 
payment of dues shall be restored to full mem¬ 
bership on payment of all dues and indebted¬ 
ness however incurred to the Association, 
including dues accruing during such member’s 
suspension and before such member’s expulsion. 
Members more than one year in arrears shall 
be dropped from the roll of members but may 
later reapply for new membership in the 
Association. 

2. DIRECTORS 

A. The Board of Directors shall be fifteen in 
number and shall hold office for one year fol¬ 
lowing their election or until their successors 
are elected and have qualified. The number of 
Directors may be increased or diminished pro¬ 
vided it is never less than three at any Annual 
Meeting or special meeting of the Association 
called for that purpose. 

B. If any Directors shall die, resign, or other¬ 
wise be unable or unwilling to serve out the 
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full term for which elected, the remaining 
Directors may elect a successor Director to 
serve the unexpired portion of the term of 
such Director who has died, resigned, or is un¬ 
able or unwilling to continue serving. If any 
Director shall be removed by the members of 
the Association and the resultant vacancy is 
not filled by appointment by such members, 
then the remaining Directors may elect a suc¬ 
cessor Director to serve the unexpired portion 
of such term. 

C. Regular meetings and special meetings of 
the Directors shall be held at such place, date 
and hour as shall be determined by the Presi¬ 
dent subject to D below. Two days’ written 
notice shall be given to all Directors prior to 
regular or special meetings. 

D. If a written request of two Directors 
for a special meeting is made to the Secretary 
stating the object of said meeting, the Secre¬ 
tary shall call such special meeting and shall 
notify all Directors thereof. Two days’ written 
notice shall be given to all Directors prior to 
such special meeting. No business other than 
that designated in the written request shall be 
transacted at such meeting. 

E. At any meeting of the Board, a majority 
of the Directors elected and qualified shall con¬ 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business 
but a lesser number may adjourn. 

F. At any meeting of the members called 
for the purpose, any Director may, by the vote 
of a majority of all members voting either in 
person or by proxy, be removed from office 
with or without cause and another may be ap¬ 
pointed in the place of the person so removed 
to serve for the remainder of his term. 

G. The Board of Directors shall have the 
power to elect or appoint all necessary officers. 
They may require any such officers to give bond 
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for the faithful performance or discharge of 
their duties; prescribe the duties of such of¬ 
ficers; fix their compensation, if any; dismiss 
any such officer and generally control all officers 
of the Association. The Board of Direaors 
shall also have the power to elect the Mem¬ 
bership Committee. 

3. OFFICERS 

A. The officers of this Association shall be 
a President, who shall be chosen from among 
the Directors, one or more Vice-Presidents and 
a Secretary-Treasurer. The Board of Directors 
may elect one or more Assistant Secretary- 
Treasurers, who shall be vested with all the 
powers and required to perform all of the 
duties of the Secretary-Treasurer in his absence' 

B. President 

The President shall preside at all meetings 
of the Board of Directors, and at all of the 
meetings of the members. Subject to the ap¬ 
proval, direction or authorization of the Board 
of Directors (or Executive Committee), he 
shall have general charge and care of the 
business and property of the Corporation; ap¬ 
point and discharge employees and agents of 
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the Corporation and determine their compensa¬ 
tion, if any; execute all authorized contracts 
and agreements; and do and perform all acts 
which are incident to the office of President or 
authorized or required by law. 

The President shall also have the authority 
to appoint all such committees other than the 
Membership Committee and Executive Com¬ 
mittee, which appointments shall be subject to 
the approval of the Board of Directors. The 
President shall prescribe the duties and powers 
of all such committees and shall be an ex- 
officio member thereof. No standing or special 
committee shall represent the Association in 
advocacy of or in opposition to any project, 
legislation or plan without the specific con¬ 
firmation of the Board of Directors or such 
confirmation as may be clearly inherent under 
the general powers delegated to that committee. 

C. Vice-President 

The Vice-President shall be vested with all 
powers and perform all of the duties of the 
President in his absence and shall have such 
other powers and shall perform such other 
duties as may be assigned to him by the Board 
of Direaors. 
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D. Secretary-Treasurer 

The Secretary-Treasurer shall be ex-officio 
Secretary of the Board of Directors and all 
standing committees; shall give or cause to be 
given all required notices of meeting of mem¬ 
bers and directors, and shall keep accurate 
records of the business transacted at such meet¬ 
ings in a book or books to be kept for that 
purpose; he shall have custody of the Seal of 
the Corporation and shall affix the same to any 
instrument when duly authorized to do so, and 
attest the same; he shall keep full and accurate 
accounts of receipts and disbursements in books 
belonging to the Corporation, and shall deposit 
all moneys and other valuable eflFects in the 
name and to the credit of the Corporation, in 
such depositories as may be designated by the 
Board of Directors (or Executive Committee). 
He shall disburse the funds of the Corporation 
as may be ordered by the Board, taking proper 
vouchers for such disbursements, and shall 
render to the President and Directors at the 
regular meetings of the Board, and whenever 
they may require it, an account of all his trans¬ 
actions as Secretary-Treasurer, and of the finan¬ 
cial condition of the Corporation; he shall 
countersign all bonds of the Corporation and 
he shall perform such other duties as may be 
assigned him by the president and Board of 
Directors. 

E. Officers Pro Tern. 

In the absence of any officer or in case of his 
inability to act, the Board of Directors may 
delegate his powers and duties to any other 
officer or any Director for the time being. 

4. EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

The Board of Directors may, if it deems 
proper, elect from its members an Executive 
Committee which, unless otherwise provided 
by the Board of Directors, shall act until the 
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Annual Meeting of the members following 
their election. The Executive Committee shall 
consist of a number to be determined by the 
Board of Directors and the President of the 
Association shall be a member thereof. Unless 
otherwise provided by the Board of Directors, 
the President shall be Chairman of the same. 
The Executive Committee shall, except when 
the Board of Directors is in session, exercise 
all of the powers and fulfill all of the duties 
which the Board of Directors might or could 
fullfill. 

5. GENERAL MANAGER 

There may be a General Manager who shall 
have such powers and perform such duties as 
shall belong to or are imposed upon any 
person exercising the functions of a General 
Manager of a corporation, subject to such limi¬ 
tations or grant of special powers as the Board 
of Directors (or Executive Committee) may 
from time to time prescribe. 

6. FINANCIAL MATTERS 

A. All checks, drafts, and orders for the pay¬ 
ment of money shall be signed by such person 
or persons as may be designated from time to 
time by resolution of the Board of Directors. 

B. All promissory notes, acceptances and 
other evidences of indebtedness shall be signed 
by such person or persons as may be designated 
from time to time by resolution of the Board 
of Directors. 

C. The Association shall be on a calendar 
or fiscal year as determined by the board of 
directors. 

D. The Association, through the Board of 
Directors, may purchase, take, receive, sub¬ 
scribe for, or otherwise acquire, own, hold, 
vote, use, employ, sell, mortgage, loan, pledge. 


or otherwise dispose of and otherwise use and 
deal in and with any shares of stock of any 
class or voting trust certificates for any shares 
of stock of any class or any bonds, bills, notes 
or other securities or evidence of indebtedness 
issued or created by any partnership, individual, 
corporation, or association, and while the 
owner or holder of any such shares of stock, 
voting trust certificates, bonds, notes, bills or 
other obligations, shall possess and exercise in 
respect thereof any and all rights, powers and 
privileges of ownership, including the right to 
vote on any shares of stock so held or owned. 

7. SEAL 

The seal of the Association shall be circular 
in form and shall have inscribed thereon the 
words: "MARYLAND HORSE BREEDERS 
ASSOCIATION, INC.” and "MARYLAND,” 
and "INCORPORATION” and the figures 
"1929.” 

8. MEMBERSHIP LEDGER 

A membership ledger containing the names 
and addresses of the members in alphabetical 
order shall at all times during usual business 
hours be open for the examination of such 
persons as may be entitled thereto by law or 
by these By-Laws. 

9. AMENDMENTS TO BY-LAWS 

Members shall have full power to alter, 
make, or repeal By-Laws. The Board of Di¬ 
rectors, however, shall have the power to alter, 
make and repeal additional or supplementary 
By-Laws not inconsistent with these By-Laws, 
or with any By-Laws that may subsequently be 
made by the members.
